Notice of Proposed Rule Making

The Federal Aviation Agency has un-
der consideration a propesal to amend
Part 40 of the Civil Air Repulations as
hercinafter set forth.

Inferested persons are invited to par-
ticipate In the making of the proposed
rules by submitting such writien data,
views, or arguments as they desire.
Communications should jdentify the
notice or docket number and be suh-
mitted in duplicate to the Federal Avig-
tion Apency, Office of the General Coun-
sel: Atitention Rules Docket, Room
A~103, 1711 New York Avenue NW.,
Washington 25, D.C. Al communica-
tions received on or before August 15,
1963, will be considered by the Admin-
istrator before taking action on the pro-
posed rules. The propoesgls contained in
this notice may be changed In the light
of comments received, and if finally pro-
mulgated will be subject to such changes
as may be necessary for its recodification
under the Agency’s Recodification Pro-
gram, as announced in Draft Release
61-25 (26 FR. 10698), All comments
submitted will be gvailable in the Dacket
Section for examination by interested
persons at any ftime.

Presently effective Part 49 of the Civil
Alr Regulations contzins safety certifi-
cation and operation rules which govern
air carriers holding economic certificate
authority from the Civil Aeronautles
Beoard to engage in unlimited scheduled
service in interstate. air transportation
within the continental limits of the
United States, exclusive of the State of
Alaska.

. Part 40 was last revised on December
31, 1855. A review of the provislons of
that Part indticates the need for some
substantive changes to reflect current
Agency and industry views with respect
io operating procedures. In addition,
certain of the changes proposed herein
incorporate, without any basle change,
provisions contained Int operations speci-
fiestions or related Civil Aeronsutics

Manual material.

SBome of the more significant changes
which would be made to Part 40 by this
proposal are as follows:

1. Section 40.1, Applicability of #his
part. This seclion would be amended
to specify the applicability of the Part
with greater particularity and accuracy
£0 a5 to moare clearly distinguish the cer-
tificated route alr carriers governed by
Part 40 from those governed by FPart 41
gnd the supplemental air carriers gov-
erned by Part 42 of the Civil Afr
Resulations.

Proposed paragraph (b)) of 3401
specifies those persons other than the
air carrier itself who are subject to cer-
tain of the rules in Part 40.

2. Section 4011, Contents of certifi-
cate. M is proposed to smend 8 40.11
in order to update the provislons regard-
ing the confent of the alr carrier operat-
ing certificate.

Proposed § 40.11 provides that airporis
to or from which, and the routes over
which, the alr cmitler is authorized to
operate shall be a part of the carrier's
operating certificate. However, for ad-
mitlstrative reasons, and to avold repeti-
tive listings, the rule provides for such
routes and airports to econtinue to be
listed in the operations specifteations
and incorporates them inte the certifi-
cate by reference. Other airport and en
route authorizations and limitations,
such as weather minimums, would not
be made a part of the alr carrier operat-
ing certificate.

3. Seetion 4¢.13, Fssuance of cerlificale.
It i3 proposed to add a new paragraph
(¢) to § 40.13 to provide that Part 40 air
carriers holding economie euthority to
engage in scheduled cergo-only opera-
tions may, upon epplication, be author-
ired by the Administrator to conduct
suech operations under the certification
and operation rules of Part 42 of the
Civil Air Regulations,
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4 SecHlon 40.14, Amendmeni of cer-
Hficgte. The amendment proposed for
$ £0.14 specifies the procedures to be fol-
lowed for procesaing an amendment to
an aif carrier opersting certificate.

Wher an amendment to an air carrier
epersting certificate Is initiated by the
Administrator, he will follow the pro-
cegdures published in Part 13 [New] of
the Federsal Avistion Regulations. ‘These
procedures are in aceprd with the stata-
tory requirements of § 609 of the Federal
Avigtion Act. Thus, the provislons of
Part 13 recognize the right of an air car-
rier to appeal to the Board from an arder
of the Administrator which amends its
air earrier operating certificste.

However, under the provisions of
§ 40.14, if the air carrier initiates the ac-
tior and makes application for an
asmemdment to provisions of its operating
certificate, the Administrator or his rep-
resentative would be able to issue the
amendment requested by the air carrier
if he determined that safety in air trans.
portation and the public interest permit-
ted 1t. Should s representative of the
Administrator deny approval of the cef-
tificate amendment requested, the role
propased wonld give the air cartier the
right to petitlon the Administrator to
review the denlal, sinece there js no right
of appesal to the Civil Aetonmutics Board
under tbe Federal Aviaton Act of 1858
in snch cases of denlatl

6. S8ecllon 40.20, Uhlizgtion of opera-
tions specificatipns. This section cur-
rently requires excerpts from the opera-
tions specifications or references thereto
tn be inserted In the mannal issged by the
air earrier. It is proposed to amend this
provision ang require that soeh excerpts
and references be inserted n the manuat
in such & manner that they do not lose
their identify and can be recognized &s
operations specifications material

6. Section 4021, Amendment of opera-
tions specifications. It is proposed to
amend this section to Incorporate the
procadures governing the amendment of
operations  specifieations.  These pro-
cedures provide standards for the
amendment of operations specifications
83 well a3 procedures for flling with the
Administrator = petition for reconsider-
stion of an amendment applied for by
the gir carrier. It should be noted, how-
ever, that the procedures proposed for
the amendment of operations specifica-
tions would not apply in the cage aof air-
ports and routes which, aithough listed
in the operations specifications, are &
part of the aperating ecrtifieate by virtue
of §40.11. An smendment affecting s
change In the latter would be governed
by the procedures contained in proposed
§ 40.14, which governs amendments to
operating certificates.

7. Sections 40.30, 40.31, 40.32, Route
reguirements, Width of routes, and IFR
routes outvide of comiral aregs. Sinen
1957 there has been a significant increass
-in the pumber of aircraft capable of
“high-altitude operations.” To <ope
with the resulting {herease in traffiec den-
gty at altitudes sbove 12,500 feet, 2
number of changes and improvements
have been made in the air trafiic control
gystem, and slgnificant sdvances have
been made to !mprove navigatiopal fa-

cilities, radar faellities, snd communi-
eations faellities. Numetous changes
such es increasing the number of alre
ways, e establshment of the Continen-
tal Control Areq, which includes all air-
space in the United States above 14,500
feet MSL, and the designation of Positive
Control Areas have been made for the
purpose of Insuring more positive and
gafe separgton of air traffie.

As a remglt of-these changes in the
air traffie control system, the concept of
“high-altitude operations”, which origl-
nated in 1945 when only oceasional
flights operated above 12500 fect, is an
obsolete concept. Accordingly, it is pro-
poseit to delete the definition of “high-
altitude operations” from § 40.5.

Similarly, with the establishment of
the Continental Control Area, the proviso
to $40.32 has been rendered inappro-
priate, since practically sll of the air-
speet in which present operations are
condueted is now conttolled airspace. In
addition, the proviso to §§ 40,30 and 40,31
regarding VFR high-altitude routes is no
longer consistent with efforts being made
to insure more positive separation of air
traffic. and has been eliminagted. Ac-
co . it is proposed to amend
§5 4030, 40.31, and 40.32 for the purpose
af po-dating the current rules of these
szelions and to in®ure safer and more
positive separation of afr traffic,

It will be noted that the substanes of
currently effective §40.32 would be In-
corporated in the general provisions of
proposed § 40.30. Accordingly, it is pro-
posed to delete currently effective § 40.32
and redeslgnate currently effective
§40.31 88 § 4032,

8. Section 4038, En route navigational
facilities, It !5 proposed to amend the
proviso to this section for the purpose of
achieving requlatory consigtency, and to
aedd A note which expresses the Agency's
intent to list in the operations specifica-
tions of the air carrler those navigational
facilitles required for the approval of
routes outside af controBlled airspace.
Excluded from this poliey statement are
thoss facilities required for routes to
alternate airports. The agency has de-
termined that only by listing required
nevigational fecHities in the operations
specifications cen adequate eontrol be
maintained over the eontinuing approval
of routes outside of controlled airspace.

9. Section 40.53,-Airplane Flight Man-
ual. It is proposed to amend paragraph
th} of §40.53 in order to insure that
whenht Tequired sectians of the Airplane
Plght Manual are incorporated into the
Alr Carrler Manual they do not lose their
identity s such. This amendment is
proposed for the reason that the Agency
considers it importent that users kEnow
and appreciate which material is FAA
approved in accordance with §§ 4b.740(b)
and 4b.7T40-1 of the regulations and
ohich 1= company poliey. Such an
amendment will ¢clarify FAA policy re-
garding this matter as specified in Part
4b of the Civil Air Regulations.

10. Sections 40.61, 40.62, 40,70, 4090,
and 40.110, Airplane certification ang
oiher spevial reguirements. The Agency
is of the opinion that the certification
requirements of § 40.61, the airplane limi.
tations of § 40.62, the transpart category
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airplane operating litnitations of § 40.70,
the nontransport category airplane limi-
tations of §40.90, and the speclal gir-
worthiness requirements of §20.110
should logically apply to cargo-carrying
airplanes as well a5 passenger-carrying
airplanes in the Interest of safety. Ac-
cordingly, it is proposed to amend these
sections by deleting those words which
presently restrict the appHeabllity of the
sections to passenger-carTying airplanes.

11. Section 40.154, Carriage of cargo in
cargo compartments. ‘This new section
is proposed in the interest of safety to
insure that cargo compartments which
by design require the use of a hand-
operated fire extinguisher to extinguish
a fire occurring in the compartment are
loaded with eargo in such 2 manner ss
to permit a erewimember using 8 hand
operated extinguisher to reach ail parts
of the compartment with the contents of
the extinguisher.

12. Section 40.173, Emergency eqguip-
ment for all eperations, It is proposed
to amend paragraph (a) of this section
to incorporate in the rules a requirement
for the inspection of emergency equip-
ment in accordance with inspection pe-
rlods established in the eperations speel-
fications aof the gir earrier to insvre con-
tinued serviceabllity and immediate
resdiness of the equipment for its in-
tended emergency purposes. The sub-
stance of this proposal Is currently set
forth as FAA policy In § 40.18-4(1) (4),

In addition, it is propased to amend
paragraph (¢} of § 40.173 to reguire ap-
proved frst-zid kits which meet the
specifications and requirements pre-
seribed in a new Appendix which would
be added to Part 40 by this proposal.

13. Section 40.194, Seafs and safely
belts for all gecupants, It is proposed to
amend this section to clarify the require-
ments for seat belts and the uses thereof.
The amendment proposed would require
each person on boargd the airplane to oc-
cupy & seat or berth with a safety bhelt
fastened during takeoff and landing.

14, Section 40.176, Cockpit eheck pro-
ecedure. To insure completeness and
uniformity in cockplt check procedures,
the amendment proposed for this seetion
would require the cotkpit chetk proce-
dure for each type of alrplane used to be
approved. In addifion, the proposed
amendment would require the fight
crewmembers to follow the approved pro-
cedures when operating an airplane,

15. Sectlon 40.179, Shoulder harness.
This proposed section is new snd would
require all transport type airplanes cer-
tificated after Jaouary 1, 1958, to be
equipped with shoulder harnesses at the
pilot In cominand, second in command,
and flicht engineer stations, The safety
benefits to be derived from the shoulder
harness are most apparent in connec-
tion with the newer and faster types of
transport alrplanes, and these would be
subject to this proposed rule.

16. Section 40.233, Radio gguipment
for exlended ovcrwaier operations and
for cerlain other operations. 'This pro-
posexd section {5 new. Itz purpose would
be to Insure that there is sdequate com-
municatiens equipment aboard the air-
plane, in the event there is a failure of
one communications system, while en-



gaging in extended overwater operatlons
or other operation: for which the Ad-
minjstrator finds such equipment re-
quirements to be necessary in the inter-
est of safety.

17. Sections 40.265 and 40.267, Flight
attendant, assionment of emergency and
evacuaiion funcilons for eech crewmemn-
ber, The Agency indicated in the Civit
Air Repulstions, miscellaneous amend-
ments 41-3, that it would continoe its
study of the entire subject af the assign-
ment of filght atlendants on airplanes
operated by gir carrlers and large com-
merclal operators for the purpose of
Inawr ing further rule making. This
study also Ineludes & study of the emer-
gency evacuntlon functions assigned to
each crewmember. Proposals covering
these sectlons have not been included in
this notice, since & separate notice will
be tzsued at a later date covering these
sectiona.

1B. Sectlons 40.280 throueh 40.250,
Training program and aqirman iraining
requirements. It 1s proposed to amend
84 40.280 through 40.260 by deleting
£§ 40.289 and 40.290 and incorporating in
Heu of §40.289 the recurrent training
requirement in the individual sectlon ap=
plicable to the type of atrman involved.
Hection 40.290 13 deleted since the ap-
proval of training programs has been
provided for in 3 40.280(a).

19, Section 40.302, Pilot checks. Sec-
tions 40.280(b) -and 40.202{(s} currently
require the 12-month line cheek o be
given by a check pllot who holds the
same airmen ceriificate angd retings as
reguired for the pllot belng checked and
who {s qualified for the route. Itis pro-
posed to amend § 20,302 for the purposes
of up-dating tre provigions and clarify-
ing the intent of the current rules to
require the check pilot to be qualified
on the particular alrplane gs well ag for
the route.

20. Bectlon 40307, Flight engineer
gqualificetion for duily. Ta clarify the
Agency's Intent and achieve regulatory
uniformity, it is proposed to amend this
section and expressly prohlbit the re-
quired flight check from being accom-
plished in scheduled air transportation.

21, Section 40.310, Afrcraft dispatcher
qualification jor duty, ‘To permit
greater flexibility in the qualification of
dispatchers, it is proposed to amend this
section to require a dispatcher wit
the preceding 12 months to make only &
onc-way trip, rather than a round trip,
over the particular area in which he is
{0 bhe authorized to exercise dispatch
Jurisdiction,

22. Section 40350, Alternale airport
weather minimums. The Agency pro-
poses to delete the airport weather
minimums from this Part and specify
these minimums in the alr cerrie’s op-
erations specifications in order to provide
stundardization among the operating
Tules,

23. Sectlon 40.3%1, Continvance of
fight; fight hezards. For & number of
wvears the Agency has considered it nec-
essgry in the interest of safety in air
trensportation to approve a minimum
equipment list (“go-no-go”) to govern
en route operations with required equip-
ment inoperative. Comments recelved

in response to Civil Alr Remulntions
Draft Release No. 60-18 (recently pub-
lished as Revised Part 41), have raised
questions concerning the Agency’'s prac-
tice of approving minimum eguipment
Hsts Incorporated in the ecarrier’s man-
uels for en route operations since such
approval was not expressly provided for
tn § 40.391 (k).

The ApFency considers this current
practice of spproving minimum equip-
ment stz and procedures governing en
route pperations with required equip-
ment inpperative to be necessary to in-
sure the highest degree of safely in afr
transportation. Such a practice is also
necessary in order to provide a uniform
set of approved procedures epplicable
to modern complex airplanes,

Accordingly, it is proposed to amend
paragraph (b) of §403%1 i3 cRpressly
require approval of the minimum equip-
ment list for operations en route, as well
as those procedures for continuance of
flight heyond a termins] polat.

Since the procedures required by para-
graph (b) apply io the airplane while
in fight, as well as on the ground at
intermediate stops, § 40.51 requires them
to be specified in that portion of the air
carrier manual which is available to the
pilot and appropriate ground personnel

ad, Hectlon 40408, Flight altitude
rules. Tt is proposed to amend this sec-
tion to delele those provisions pertaining
to high-altitude operations beeause they
are consldered obsolete.

25, Sectlon 40.507, Mainienance log.
In view of the fact that overhayl time
Umits are generally based on reliebility
which e¢an reasonably be expected
throughout the peried betwoen over-
hails, - because of progressive mainte-
nance and overhaul gystems now in use,
the reguirement in the present rule for
pverhaul fHimes to be set forth in the
maintenance log is considered unneces-
sary. It is therefore proposed to delete
the requirement.

26, Section 40,510, Alteration and re-
pair reports. The Agency believes that
ginee the accomplishment of major re-
pairs g 8 routine maintenance raatter,
there is ne neced to require reporis of
major repairs to be submitted to the
FAA, a5 long a3 suech reports are made
available to the FAA for inspection, Ac-
cordingly, it iz proposed to amend
$ 40.510 to delete the reporting require-
ment for major repairs.

In congideration of the foreguing, it
is proposed to amend Part 40 of the Civil
Air Regulations as follows:

1. By amending §40.1 to read as
follows:

§40.1 Applicability of this part.

The provisions of this part are appli-
ceble to the following persons;

{a) An air earrier holding a certifl-
gate of public convenience and necessi
issued by the Board which authoriz
unlimited scheduled service over desig-
nated routes. when it engeges with air-
plancs in scheduled interstate air trans-
portation within the continental lmits
of the United States, excluding the State
of Alaska: Provided, That in the case of
segments of routes extending beyond
the continentsl lmits of the United
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States the Admingstrator may authorize
an air carrier to conduct operations over
such route segments under the provi-
glons of this part.

{h) Any sirman or other person em-
ployed or used by an air earrier in the
conduet of operations subject to this part
(including the operation, inspection,
maintenance, and overbaul of alrcraft)
and eny person while on board an air-
plane operated by an air ¢arrier utder
this part.

2. By amending §,40.5 by delcting the
definition of “High-altitudoe operation®.

3. By amending 340.11 to read as
follows:

£ 40.11 Contenis of certificate.

The wir ¢arrier operating certifleate
shall contain the ngme of the air car-
rier, and the sirports to or from which,
and the routes over which, the air car-
rier is authorized to operzba: FProvideg,
That sych afrports end routes shall be
listed in the operations specifications of
the air cermler and incorporated ihio
the contents of the air carrier operating
certificate by reference thereto in the
certificate.

Nore: The alrports, and locations thereof,
are listed under the “airport authorisxtions
and Nmitations” part of the operations apecl~
fications. The routes including tho alrways
where applicable arg listed In the “En route
Filght Procedures"—¥orm ACA-BI4A of the
operations specifications.

4, By amending § 40,13 by sdding a
new paragraph (¢) to read as follows:

8 40,13 Issuance of certificate.
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(e) An air carrier holding economie
suthority to engage in scheduled cargo-
only operations in interstate air trens-
portation may, upon epplication, be au-
thorized by the Administrator to conduct
such operstions in sccordance with the
alr carrler gertification and operation
rulea preseribed In Part 43 of this chap-
ter (Clvil Alr Regulations).

5. By emending § 40,14 o read as fol-
Tows:

§ 40,14 Amendment of certificate,

(a) An air carrier operafing certificate
may be emended by the Administrator
in accordance with section 809 of the
Federal Aviation Act of 1958, and the
applicable procedures in. Ps.rt" 13 of this
chapter (Federal Aviatlon Regulations)
whenever he defermines that safety In
alr transportation and the public in-
terest so requdre.

(b) Upon application by an alr car-
rler, an authorized representative of the
Administrator may amend an alir carrier
operating eartifleate if he determines
that safety In atr transportation and the
publie interest permit such an amend-
ment. Within 30 days after the refusal
of an authorlzed representative of the
Administrator to approve an alr car-
rler’s application for amendment, the
air earrier may petition the Adminisira-
tors for a review of such refusal.

() Applcations by the air carrler for

-amendments of afr carrler operating

certificates shell be submified to the
local FAA Alr Carrler District Office
charged with the overall inspection of the



alr carrier’s operations at least 15 days
prior to the proposed efective dates of
such emendments, uhless an abthorized
representative of such office BPproves &
shorter Mling period.

6. By amending § 40.20 to rend ns fol-
lows:

§40.20 VUalization of aperctions speci-
ficaricna.,

The alr carrier gshall keep its person-
net informed with respeet to the contents
of the operations specifications and al
emendments thereto applicable ta the
individual’s dutlies and responsibiities.
A set of specifications shall be main-
tained by the air carrier as a separate and
complete document. Pertitient execrpts
from the specifications or refersnces
thereto shall be Inserted in the manual
issued by the air csrrier in such a man-
ner that they do not lose thelr identity
in any respect.

7. By smending § 4021 to read ss fol-
lows:

£ 4021 Amendment of operalions speci-
fications.,

The {ollowing procedures apply Lo the
amendment of operations specifiontions
texcapt those which are & part of the air
carrier gpetreting certificate issued under
§40133) issned to an alr carrier under
the provisions of this part:

(a) TUpon application by the air car-
rier an gathaorized representative of the
Administrator may amend sn aperations
specification i he determines that safety
in air fransportation and the public in-
terest permit such an amendment;

(b} Applications for amcendments of
operations specifications shall be sub-
mitted to the local FAA Afr Carrier Dis-
triet Office charged with the overall in-
spection of the air carriers operztions at
least 15 dags prior to the proposed effeg~
tive dates of such amendments, unless
an authotized representative of such of-
fice approves & shorter Aling period;

{cy Within 30 days after 2 notice of
refusal to approve an alr carrier’'s appli-
ciition for amendment, the afr carrier
may petition the Adminispator to feton-
gider the refusal to amend.

(d» Ap suthorized representatlve of
the Administrator may amend an opers~
tions specifieation it he determines that
safety in alr transportation and the pub~
iic interest require such an amendment,
In such lnhstanees, the ip-
spectar of the PAA Air Carrier Distriet
Cffiee shall give notlce in writing to tha
air carrter of & proposed amendment in
the operations gpecibcations. fixing a
reasonahle period, not Iess than 7 days,
within which the alr carrfer may sob-
mit written data, views, and arpumenta

concerning the pruposed amendment.
After consideration of al! relevant mat~
ter presented, the supervising Mmspectar
shal) notify the atr carrier of any amend-
ment adopted, or & rescission of the
notice. the amendment shall become
effective Not less than 30 days after re-
celpt by the air carrier of the notice of
the amendment, nnlest the &if carrier
petitions the Administrator for resop-
sideration of the amendment, o which
casa, the effective date of the atnendment

shall be stayed pending a declsion by the
Administrater. It the supervising in-
spector finds that Bn emergency exiats
requiring immediste sction with respect
to sefety in air transportation which
makes the provislons prescribed by this
paragraph impracticable, or contrary to
the prblie interest, he may notify the alr
carrier of an amendment to the opera-
tions specifications without giving prior
notics, of make the amendment effective
withoat stay vpon reeeipt by the alr ear-
rier of notice thereot, or both. In such
mnstances he will ineorpotate the fing-
ing and a brief statement of the reasons
therefor in the notier of the amended
operations gpecifications to be adopted.

8, By amending 54023 {0 read ss
folipws:

§40.23 Operasions and maintenance
base and office.

Each air carrier shall, 30 days in ad-
vance of a change in the address of its
principal business office, Its principsl op-
erations base, of Its princibal mainte-
nancs base, give written noties tbercof
to the FAA Afr Carrier District Office
charged with overall inspection of the air
carTier’s aPerations.

9. By amending %40.30 to read &as-
follows:

§ 40,30 General route reguirements.

The air carrier shall show for roule
approvals that It is competent to conduect
scheduled opergtions gver any route or
ronte segment to be used betweepn shy
rejular, Drovisional, or refueling airport,
end that the facllitfes and services re-
quired by §54033 througb 40.35 are
available anhd adequate for the type of
operafion proposed. Routes outside of
controlled airspace will be approved un-
less the Administrator determines that
traffic density is such thot an adequate
level of safety cannot be assured Ac-
tnzl ﬂishr. over & romte or route segment
will be required, unless the air carrier
ghows that such flight 1s not essential to
safely, consldering the availabllity and
adequacy of airports, lighting, mainte-
nance, communication, navigation, fuel-
ing, ground and ailreraft radio tacilitics,
and the competence of personnel to be
used in the proposed operalions.

10. Br deleling currently effective
.38,

11 By redesignating § 4031 as § 4032
and by amending the redesignated see-
tion to read as follows:

& 40.32 Width of routcs.

Routes approved for aperations over
T&. Federal alrways or foreign airwaps
shall have a width equal to the desisnsted
width of such sirways. In the case of
otker approved routes, when an author-
izrd representative of the Administrator
determines it to be necessary, he shall
establish route widths taking into eon-
sideration terrain cleazrance and mind-
mum en rite altitwdes, gyailable ground
and airborne navigational atds, air traffi
densite, and air traffc control proce-
dores.. In such instances the route
widths shall be specificd in the air ear-
riers operations specifications.
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12. By amending the proviso of § 40.38
En rotite navigalional facilities, to read
as folows: “Provided, That noavisual
ground afds to navigation are hot re-
